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Life-Saving Equipment 

Shipwrecked Sailors Now Have Bet- 
ter Chance Of Being Rescued 

Great strides have been made in 
the past year or two in perfecting 
life-saving equipment for ship- 
wrecked sailors, One of the problems 
‘facing those charged with designing 
new equipment was the need of sav- 
ing sailors and passengers from Nazi 
bullets as well as hungry waters. 

One type of life-saving belt has a 
flashing red lamp attached by a long 
cord. ‘This is so that. the lighted 
lamp will. not disclose the location of 
the seaman to the enemy. For it 
has been learned by tragic experi- 
ence that Nazi-WY boats and planes 
make a habit of deliberately machine- 
gunning men, women, too, who are 
floating helplessly in the water.

FARM PRODUCTS 
ARE EXEMPT FRO 
~~ PRICE CEILING 


‘Ottawa.—The war-time prices and 
trade board announced that thie gen- 
etal ceiling which goes into effect |. 
Dec. 1 will not apply on sales of a 
wide range of farm products and ‘fish 
between the primary producer and 
the dealer or processor. 

Retail price levels of these. com- 
modities are not affected and must 
not exceed the maximum prices in 
effect from Sept. 15 to Oct. 11, the 
base period, at major markets.
